New York. Oct. 17.— The sight of 
a woman upon the rack, the pros­ 
pect of scandal, the airing of seeret 
tragedies of a home—these are the 
things now attracting New York and 
society of fashionable Long island. 


Mrs. Florence Carman, wife of Dr. 
Edwin Carman, well-to-do physician 
of Freeport. L. I., will he placed on 
trial Monday at Mineola on a charge 
of murder. 
The state alleges that 
it was her hand wliieh 
was 
thrust 
through a window of the physician’s 
office one night last July to fire a 
shot which ended the life of Mrs. 
Louise Bailey. 
Mrs. Carman 
was 


first indicted on a charge of man­ 
slaughter and later charged 
with 
murder. 
Taken from her home, the 
beautiful woman has been held in 
the Mineola jail. The ordeal of trial 
now approaches for her and New 
York and fashionable Long Island 
throbs with anticipation. 


Applications for seats in the court 
room have been made
